Had Known Verdict 
Since Sunday Only 
T h e convicted n e g r c e i had known 
thaiir fate since Sun day a n d twelve of 
them s o u g h t spiritual 
consolation. 
O utw ard ly all were stoical. 
None of 
them knew th e date for th e e xecu­ 
tion. but late last n ig h t they were 
t a k e n from the cavalry g u a rd h o u s g 
w h e re they had been prisoners for 
mor e than a m o n t h and were placed 
in separate barracks. 
Aside from less than half a dozen 
officers of the Southern d e p a r t m e n t 
a n d t h e sheriff no one in th e city or | 
t h e camp knew of the execution date
